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Hey  everyone  out  there,  hope  your  March  is  over.  It's  April  now  and  we're  transitioning  to  "strut". 
This  pape  is  a  few  days  late  on  account  of  nothing's  perfect  in  this  the  most  perfect  of  possible 
worlds,  no  big  deal,  but  I'm  pointing  it  out  for  good  reason.  It's  impossible  you're  reading  this  on 
April  Fool's  Day,  and  it's  also  impossible  that  I  could  write  it  on  April  Fool's  Day.  What  I'm  getting 
at  is  the  joke:  surprise,  everything's  true!  Right,  so  now  what? 
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Well  anyway  it's  April,  when  this  paper  is  intended  to  be  read.  April  is  Jazz  Appreciation  Month, 
National  Poetry  Month,  and  Sex  Month.  Big  holidays  this  month  include  Easter,  which  is  on  April 
8  and  Buddha's  Birthday  (observed),  observed  in  Japan  on  April  8th  .  I  always  loved  Easter 
because  I  love  black  jelly  beans,  and  when  you  like  black  jelly  beans,  the  world  is  your  group  of 
people  begging  to  you  take  this  candy  that  you  like  from  them  in  exchange  for  you  eating  the 
candy.

Yuri  was  from  Earth  but  traveled  outside,  Jesus  was  from  outside  Earth  but 
traveled  here,  and  of  course  the  Buddha  was  from  both  Earth  and  outside  (where  Earth  is)  at  the 
same  time,  and  went  /  stayed.  It's  a  very  nice  arrangement. 


Asparagus,  Now 


April  is  also  the  beginning  of  asparagus  season,  or,  to  be  more  accurate  in  today's  crazy  now  now  now 
world,  "asparagus  being  less  expensive"  season.  Asparagus  is  one  of  those  great  foods  that  you  should 
never  get  at  a  restaurant,  because  the  best  way  to  cook  it  is  to  boil  it  briefly,  then  put  butter  on  it.  In  a 
restaurant  they'll  do  all  this  other  stuff  to  it  that  will  seem  enticing  in  a  description  on  a  chalkboard, 
but  won't  be  as  good  as  from  your  own  kitchen  (assuming you  have  access  to  water,  heat,  and  butter). 
Asparagus  cooks  so  fast  and  effortlessly  that  "as  quick  as  cooking  asparagus"  was  coined  by  Roman 
emperor  Augustus  as  a  temporary  1,900  year  tide-me-over  until  the  more  delicate  turn  of  phrase 
"faster  than  you  can  say  'Jackie  Robinson'"  could  be  invented,  in  the  1950s.  Asparagus  is  available  in 
a  weird  array  of  colors  including  white  yellow  purple  and  green,  but  the  best  is  that  which  has  all 
these  colors  in  an  insane  and  sensuous  rainbow  (that  is  mostly  green).  If  you  are  planning  an  outfit 
to  match  asparagus,  all  I  can  say  is  think  again-  what  is  delicate  and  subtle  in  a  vegetable  can 
translate  to  horrific  and  bruised  on  an  animal.  It  would  be  more  advantageous  to  think  counterpoint.

the  good  books  are 


Tongue  twisters  are  an  interesting  liguistic  phenomenon  that  I  think  has  never  met  with  sufficient 
study.  Appearing  in  folklore  under  the  broad  category  "jokes"  (in  that  they  are  a  linguistic  obstacle 
course  that  is  humorous  to  navigate),  tongue  twisters  retain  the  power  of  jokes  to  communicate  social 
mores  in  a  disguised  format.  I  think  the  best  way  to  look  at  tongue  twisters  is  as  crystals  of  language- 
sets  of  words  that  self-organize  into  de  facto  marvelous  structures  along  lines  of  unity  and  stress,  and 
often  display  a  somewhat  corrupted  rotational  symmetry.  The  inherent  power  structures  and  beliefs 
that  are  encoded  in  a  language  can  be  difficult  to  suss  out  when  looking  at  the  language  as  a  whole-  by 
examining  these  crystals,  we  make  make  an  easier  time  of  it.  Isn't  it  helpful,  when  discussing  the 
Mithraic  mysteries  of  the  Roman  empire  to  say  "My  mother's  matter  math  made  a  motor  matter-  her 
method  made  it  move  a  million  meters"? 

On  the  other  hand,  you  could  look  at  tongue  twisters  as  evolutionary  creatures  that  survive  because  of 
their  attatchment  to  meaning  and  social  challenge  aspect.  But  any  meaning  they  start  with  is  simply 
beaten  into  the  statement  by  the  human  brain- 
In  any  event,  here's  a  small  collection  non-English  tongue  twisters  for  your  however  processing.

WOW  so  I  got  to  tour  the  fab  at  Western  Digital  today.  It  was 
amazing!  Didn't  bring  camera  though,  sorry.  I  think  it's  the  kind  of 
place  where  you'd  have  to  sneak  in  a  camera  built  into  your  glasses  - 
not  that  it's  high  security,  but  just  the  physicality  of  it. 

First  you  clean  your  shoes  at  a  brushing  station,  then  you  put  on 
some  shoe  covers.  Then  you  can  enter  the  suiting  room.  Immediately 
you  put  on  a  hair  net  and  mask.  Then  you  slip  into  Tyvek  coveralls 
(aka  "Bunny  Suit"),  which  close  up  the  front  with  a  zipper.  The 
attached  hood  goes  over  your  hair  net,  and  you  tuck  your  face  mask 
in.  Then  you  close  the  neck  part,  which  snaps  up  like  a  plastic 
turtleneck.  If  you  want,  you  can  tighten  up  the  hood  with  some  snaps 
at  the  nape  of  your  neck,  though  this  seemed  to  be  more  about 
fashion  than  anything. 

Next  you  put  on  boots  (over  your  shoe  covers),  which  attach  with 
three  straps.  The  boots  go  up  to  your  knees,  where  they  snap  in  to  the 
legs  of  your  coveralls.  The  color  of  the  boots  alerts  others  to  your  job 
function:  engineers  wear  navy  blue,  technicians  wear  white.  Some 
people  wear  light  blue,  but  I  don't  know  what  their  status  was.  Most 
people's  suits  are  white  with  sparse  blue  checks,  but  a  few  workers 
wear  jet  black  suits  like  ninjas.  Again,  not  sure  on  status,  but  they 
were  intimidating! 

Finally,  you  put  on  latex  gloves.  The  suit  sleeves  have  double-cuffs, 
and  the  gloves  go  on  top  of  the  under-cuff,  and  under  the  over-cuff. 
Finally,  you  don  a  pair  of  safety  glasses  (in  case  of  acid  splash).  Then 
you  can  enter  the  clean  room.  The  glasses  are  (nominally)  for  your 
protection,  but  everything  else  is  to  protect  the  room  from  you  -  all 
the  frailties  of  being  a  mammal:  ie  flaking  skin,  stray  hairs,  flying 
spittle.  It  probably  goes  without  saying,  but  sneezing  is  strictly 
verboten.  The  fab  deals  in  nanometers,  not  biological  urges! 

The  fab  at  WD  is  packed  with  people.  My  guide  told  me  this  is  in 
stark  contrast  to  the  larger  fabs.  In  the  really  big  ones  (eg,  where 
Intel  makes  their  processors)  they  use  300mm  wafers  (11.811"), 
which  are  apt  to  crack.  A  blank  300mm  Silicon  wafer  might  cost 
twenty  dollars.  A  finished  300mm  wafer  might  be  worth  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  To  prevent  losing  this  investment,  they  have 
robots  carry  the  wafers  to  and  from  the  wafer  processing  tools.  There 
are  very  few  humans  around,  just  enough  to  supervise  the  few 
misbehaving  robots.  The  entire  process  is  highly  automated. 

In  contrast,  WD  uses  primarily  150mm  (5.9055")  wafers,  and 
furthermore  the  processing  cycle  is  much  longer.  It  take  9  months 
between  the  time  a  wafer  enters  processing,  and  the  time  it  is  diced 
(cut  up,  just  like  an  onion)  into  hundreds  of  read-write  blocks 
attached  to  HGAs  (headgimbal  assemblies).  During  those  9  months, 
the  wafers  are  subjected  to  recurrent  cycles  of  thin  film  deposition, 
photo-resist  application,  lithographic  exposure,  acid  etching,  photo- 
resist stripping,  and  thin-film  deposition,  each  punctuated  by  an 
SRD  (Spin-Rinse- Dry).  Intermittently,  the  wafers  undergo 
metrology  (measuring  and  testing),  such  as  XRF  (X-ray  film 
thickness  measurement),  AFM  (Atomic  Force  Microscopy),  SEM 
(Scanning  Electron  Microscope),  overlay  (to  make  sure  the 
lithographic  masks  were  aligned),  and  many  others  I  didn't  quite 
catch.  The  financial  stakes  are  also  somewhat  lower:  perhaps  a  few 
dollars  for  a  150mm  blank,  and  $40,000  for  a  finished  wafer. 


Upon  entering  the  clean  room,  we  encountered  several  workers 
vacuuming  and  mopping  the  floor.  Most  of  the  contamination  enters 
from  the  suiting  room,  so  it  makes  sense  to  keep  the  entrance  way 
clean.  All  around  us  were  workers  pushing  metal  carts,  like  the  wire 
cooling  racks  you  see  in  a  bakery,  covered  in  plastic  "magazines". 
Inside  each  magazine  was  between  1  and  12  wafers  in  various  states 
of  process.  Sticker  labels  with  bar  codes  and  scrawled  hand-written 
notes  indicated  the  status  of  each  magazine. 

The  wafers  are  processed  inside  a  series  of  "tools".  The  smallest, 
omnipresent  tool  was  the  SRD,  which  resembled  a  small  front- 
loading  washing  machine,  stacked  three  high  but  only  a  foot  wide. 
These  were  tacked  on  (almost  as  an  afterthought)  to  many  of  the 
larger  tools.  The  large  tools  may  be  twelve  feet  tall  and  fifteen  feet 
long  on  their  front  face,  which  is  the  only  part  most  workers  interact 
with.  However,  their  back  ends  extend  much  deeper  into  non-clean- 
room  areas. 

When  the  worker  arrives  at  a  tool,  they  first  use  a  touch  screen  to 
select  the  recipe.  Then  they  scan  the  bar  code  on  the  wafer 
magazine.  Next,  the  window  to  the  tool  opens,  and  the  worker  slides 
the  wafer  cartridge  onto  the  holder  of  a  robotic  arm.  The  window 
closes.  Then  one  by  one,  the  tool  extracts  the  wafers  from  the 
cartridges,  and  processes  them  according  to  the  recipe. 

Each  recipe  specifies  a  certain  detailed  procedure  to  be  performed 
upon  the  wafer,  eg  to  soak  in  a  certain  liquid  for  a  certain  time,  or  to 
lie  in  a  vacuum  chamber  for  a  certain  time  exposed  to  a  certain 
concentration  of  a  certain  gas  at  a  certain  pressure,  or  to  be  rubbed 
by  a  certain  chemical  slurry  for  a  certain  time,  etc.  etc. 

After  the  tool  has  completed  its  process,  the  magazine  is  scanned  out 
and  returned  to  the  cart,  and  the  worker  progresses  to  the  next 
station. 

Would  love  to  add  more  detail  about  the  back  end  of  these  machines 

-  but  we  didnt'  enter  those  areas  (not  techinicaly  part  of  clean  room) 

-  will  be  going  back  again  later  in  the  fall  —  hopefully  more  then  -
